T ennessee, w hen he spoke, cham pion­ 
ing his bill for federal reg ulation of 
th e cold storag e business. 
Say ing th a t his proi>osed 
leg isla­ 
tion was not desig ned to injure the 
cold storag e business as such Mr. Mc­ 
K ellar declared: 
"T he drastic features of the bill are 
aim ed only a t the corrupt and dis­ 
honest, a t th e g am blers and specula­ 
tors, a t the voracious vultures who 
stand around in the m arket place and 
reap w here they have not sown and 
fatten on other people’s food. 
I do 
not believe any m em ber of this g reat 
house will stand for any such plunder 
bund of food sharks.” 


Lim its Period of Storage. 
The M cKellar bill, which would pre­ 
scribe both prison term s and heavy 
fines for violation of its term s, would 
m ake it illeg al 
to ship adulterated 
and m isbranded food products in in­

periods in which food products may 
be held in storag e w ithout becoming 
adulterated.

That was General 
Santa Anna. who fought the Ameri­ 
cans In the war of 184G-7.

HAT the opening of the Panama 
canal on Jan. 1. 1915. is not yet 
an absolute certainty is states! 
by Colonel George VV. Goethals 
in the annual report of the isthmian 
canal commission, which has just been 
made public. 
Additional slides may 
delay the date. 
The impression generally held that 
the blowing up of Gamboa dik e and 
the flooding of Culebra cut mean that 
the canal Is practically completed is 
erroneous, according to this report. 
Culebra cut was flooded to allow suc­ 
tion dredges to attack the slides, and 
the first day of the canal's actual oper­ 
ation still depends upon how fast the 
dredges can work to k eep the channels 
open 
The report outlines the policy to be 
followed by the canal authorities In 
dealing with Individuals or corpora­ 
tions desiring to sell coal or oil fuels 
to vessels using the canal. 
The gov­ 
ernment will allow storage space and 
handle the coal, charging for this serv­ 
ice. 
The supplies of fuel to be stored 
for naval purposes will be used to 
maintain uniform prices. 
Comment regarding the form of gov­

Regarding the completion of

“The passage of commercial vessels 
Is dependent upon the time when 
proper 
channels

through the slides. 
Should additional 
ones occur they will necessarily ad­ 
vance the date when this will be ac­ 
complished 
“It has been the general belief that 
the effect of the water In the cut would 
tend to retard slides, and the experi­ 
ence below the Gatun lock s In the 
sustaining power of water against 
slides fully justifies this belief. 
On 
the other hand, the geologist Is of the 
opinion that the water may, to some 
extent, develop new slides. 
“Again, much ado was made In 1909 
over the seamy character of rock on 
the isthmus, through 
which 
water 
flows quite rapidly. In consequence «>r 
| which the question was raised that 
| the lak e might leak out through seams 
and crevices 
If these tilings are lia­ 
ble to occur, the sooner the better. If 
the official opening of the canal is to 
occur Jan. 1. 1915: for If the water 
were not admitted this fall, hut were 
deferred until May 1. 1914. the full 
height could not be reached until Oc­ 
tober. 1914. leaving little time for the 
determination of these questions. These 
considerations led to the conclusion 
that the water should be turned into 
the cut at the earliest date practicable 
for getting the dredges to work oo 
the slides." 
Regarding the earthquak es which 
frequently have been reported as a 
menace to the canal, the report merely j 
stntes: 
“A number of seismic disturbances 
\ 
were registered, but none was so vio- | 
lent as to be sensibly felt in the canal I 
zone.” 
No Coal Monopoly Intended. 
This is the policy outlined with re­ 
gard to the sale of coal and oil fuel to 
vessels using the canal: 
“It was never Intended that the gov­ 
ernment should exercise a monopoly 
of the coal business on the Isthmus, 
hut to utilize the coul stored here for 
the use of the navy in maintaining 
uniform prices of this product to ship­ 
ping. 
In order to encourage Individu­ 
als nnd companies In the business of 
furnishing coal to vessels which use 
the canal the policy has been adopted 
of providing . tornge In connection with 
both coaling plants for file coal pil**“

"There will be a certain rental charge 
for the areas and in addition a real es­ 
tate tax of 1 per cent of the value of 
the improvements, should any be made, 
nnd a merchandise tax of 5 cents for 
each 2.000 pounds of coal sold.

“The estimated amount removed be­ 
cause of slides was 5,899.200 cubic 
yards, and of this amount 1,593.000 cu* j 
bic yards of material was tak en from | 
the upper reaches of the bank s to re- j 
duce the quantity to be tak en from the | 
bottom or as a preventive measure ! 
against slides nnd break s—in other j 
words, 46.67 per cent removed from the 
cut was due to slides as against 35.90 1 
per cent during the previous fiscal 
year. 
Big Increase Ov er Estimate. 
“The amount remaining to be re­ 
moved was again increased at the 1 
close of tiie year and aggregates for the j 
Culebrn cut 8.200.000 cubic yards. 
In | 
other words, there will be an increase 
for the central division of 9.280.237 
cubic yards over the estimate submit­ 
ted In the last annual report 
Of this 
total remaining 1,324.944 cubic yards 
were inside the canal prism lines and | 
0.860,500 cubic yards estimated for 
slides, which estimate Includes the 
amount for benching back of the bank s 
so as to relieve the pressure which, 
crushing the underlying strata, may 
either increase the extent of existiug 
slides or cause new ones. 
“The total amount of material due to 
slides so far removed aggregates 22.- 
570.200 cubic yurds. or an increase of 
2.304.200 cable yards over that esti­ 
mated in the last annual rejiort Slides 
and break s Increased as the cut was 
deepened. 
No treatment has proved 
effective for slides whtt. once devel­ 
oped except that of excavating and 
hauling away material from the mov­ 
ing mass until the slide comes to rest 
or until the angle of repose for the par­ 
ticular material in motion is reached. 
“The prediction of the geologist In 
the last annual report, with reference 
to the Cucarachn slide, that ‘the end 
of the activity of this slide is now well 
in sight, however, because all loose 
surface stone nnd clay has almost slid 
off, exposing several large dik es nnd 
flows of basalt which would maintain 
In plnee most of the remaining ma­ 
terial.’ have not been realised. 
The 
bottom grade of the canal had been 
reached nnd the widening cuts had 
progressed satisfactorily until within 
approximately sixty feet of the line 
of the prism was reached on the east 
side, when on Jnn.

lowered in ample time to meet any 
emergency and demonstrated their abil­ 
ity to cheek or Stop any 
vessel, unless 
ef very great size and moving at exces­ 
sive s|teed The locomotives which tow 
the vessels through the lock s were 
tried out and proved their ability to 
handle tin* largest ve» *ela, The elec­ 
tric Installation, which will Involve the 
use of a current of 44JKMI volts pres­ 
sure. was completely successful 
Altogether the technical section« of 
the report seem to demonstrate the ac­ 
curacy of Colonel Goethals’ statement 
that practically nothing but the great 
slide at Cucarachn remain» to prevent 
the successful operation of the cauai.
